CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION.

Massacre ofthe Moravian Indians at 
Gant denhutten, Ohio. 


Ceremonies : To-Day — Story of the 
Slaughter—Gov. Foster and Other 
Notables Present. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GNADENHUTTEN, O., May 24.—The morn- 
ing broke begutiful here and an immense 
crowd was pr went at the centennial celebra- 
tion of the ma, jacre of ninety-six Moravian 
Indians here, ind Monument Park and the 
monument to the victims were appropriately 
decorated. Gov. Foster, the Secretary of 
State, and other prominent people arrived on 
the noon train. The band of Indians, de- 
scendants of the victims, receive high honors. 
The oration of the day was delivered 
this afternooh by Senator Hollingsworth. 
Ten thousaf fl people were present. 
This village is situated on the ‘‘Pan Handle’’ 
railroad, midway between Pittsburg and 
Columbus, has two churches, several stores, 
two hotels, and fine schools. It is a peculiar- 
ly peaceful and prosperous neighborhood, 
whose quiet, retired-from-business appear- 
ance has lit#leinittoremind the traveler 
that it was)\onee the theater of one of the 
bloodiest bu) cheries that ever occurred in 
this country. David Zeinberger, a Moravian 
missionary, ‘established several missions 
among the Delawares in Tuscarawas Valley 
in\1772, and among the rest was that of 
Gnadenhutten’ (meaning tents of grace). 
When the~ Revolutionary war began 
the British made every effort to induce the 
Moravian Indians to take the warpath 
against the Americans; but while they were 
friendly to the Americans their religion 
taught them that war was wrong, and they 
steadily refused to take sides. Failing to 
accomplish their object peaceably, the British 
prepared to disperse the mission by force. 
Late in the fall of 1781 the Half King, Captain 
Pipe and Captain Elliott, an Englishman, 
with a force of more than 300, appeared at 
Gnadenhuttefrand drove the inhabitants to 
Sandusky, where they were left 
without suffidient provision for the approach- 
ing winter’ that was near at hand. 
Their sufferi\\gs were terrible, and in March 
they obtainei permission to send a party 
back to their, Tuscarawas nomes to gather the 
corn that they had not been allowed to harvest 
the previous fall. A party of hostiles came 
with them from Sandusky, and these, going

the place, inciuding the dress of a woman 
they had murdered. These murders enraged 
the settlers so greatiy that a large force, 
under the command of Col. David Williawn- 
sou, staried toward the Moravian village with 
the intention of destroying it. Ou the 6th of 
March they reached the vicinity of the 
town and lay all night within beariag. Next 
morning a young man named Shibosh weat 
out to |\ook fér his horse, and seeing the while 
men went toward them, expecting a kind re- 
ception. Héwas kiiled while begging for his 
life, telling Fem that he was the son -.of a 
white man. -Williamson’s men proceeded to 
the village ay.d were received by the Indians 
with great kindness. They were told that 
the white man had come to take them to Fort 
Pitt, where they would be well taken care of 
until the warwas ended. On this promise of 
protection the Indians gave up their arms, 
when thev were seized and bound, Nearly 
all of the whtie men were in favor of killing 
them, only eighteen refusing to participate in 


the crime, The man whose wife 
and child had been murdered 
and impaled on trees was along,

wind, that howled through the trees as 
though athousand spirits shrieked in horror 
at the deed #9 soon to be done. The victims 
were led out one by one and knocked 
in the head with a mallet. The first 
killed was Abraham, an aged Indian, 
whose long, white hair caused his execution- 
er to remark that that would make a fine 
aca'p. 

OF ne NINETY-SIX THAT WERE KILLED, 
forty were men, tweaty women and thirty- 
fuur childrén. Two boys escaped, one by 
simulating death after baving been kneshee 
down and écalped, the other by creepmMg 
through a trap-door into a vel- 
iar. Watching an opportunity, they suc- 
ceeded in getting to a thicket near by, where 
thev concealed themselves. The dead bodies 
were thrown upon the floors of the ‘‘slaugh- 
ter-houses,” as they were appropriately 
termed,ancd the cabins fired. The bones were 
only partiallg consumed, and Sav scattered 
around for f@n or fifteen years, when they 
were giv’n burial by David Peter 
(father ¢ Edward \Peter of this 
place, hijjself now an old man, 
and the first ‘Treasurer of this county), and 
Jobn tHecke velder, a Moravian missionary. 
In 1872 a mo jument was erected to mark the 
spot for all (me. It is carboniferou+ lime- 
stone, of a iight brown color, is thirty feet 
high, and cost $5,000. Itis inscribed as fol- 
lows: : : 
‘“HWete Triumphed in Death 

Ninety Christian Indians, 

March 8, 1782.’’ 
‘*Gnadenduttea.” 

A Centennial memorial meeting is held to- 
day instead of the true anniversary, owing to 
the latter being a bad day for au out-door 
meetivg. Senator Hollingsworth delivered 
the orationg and addresses were made by 
Goy. Foster and other distinguisbed men. 
An interesting feature of the affair is the pres- 
ence of thrée Delaware Indians who are direct 
decendants of those massacred heres hun- 
dred yearsago. An old tree planted by Zeis- 
berger, and whose fruit the Indians ate, is 
stilistandingin the grounds. A dead limb 
of this tree is being manufactured into vari- 
ous articles and sold as relics. 


Relics of Mound-Builders.

A skull of immense proportions and singular 
formation has been turned over to the His- 


torical Society for examination. The skull is 
a perfect specimen and shows conclusive 
evidence of a race of giant nature. 

THE SKULL. 

St. PAUL, May 24.—The skull is of heroic 
size and singular formation, and is just dis- 
covered among the relics of the mound-build- 
ers in the Red River Valley. The mcund was 
sixty feet in diameter and twelve feet high. 
Near the center were found the bones of 
about a dozen males and females mixed with 
the bones of various animals. The skull in 
question was the oniy perfect one, and near it 
were found some abnormally large body 
bones. The man who bore it was evidently a 
giant. A thorough investigation of the mound 
and contents will be made by the Historical 
Society. 


REPUBLICAN REVOLT. 


Independents of Pennsylvania in Con- 
vention To-Day. 


They Declare Against ** Bossism and 
Machinism”’—*enator Mitchell’s 
Speech—Permanent Or- 
ganization. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 24.—George Lear, who 
presided at the regular Republican Conven- 
tion, occupied aseaton the platform when 
the Independent Republican Convention was 
called to order. Prayer was offered by the 
Rev. D. C. Babeock, a noted Prohtbitionist 
and Secretary of the Pennsylvania State Tem- 
perance Association. United States Senator 
Mitchell, was chosen temporary. chair- 
man by acclamation amidst cheers and ap- 
plause. Mitchell returned thanks for the 
honor conferred and said: The work of the 
convention was not to nominate a ticket that 
would help the Democratic party 
or defeat the Republican party, 
but to nominate one that would receive the 
respect and support of the Republican party. 
[Applause.] This country had been founded 
upon principles which secured equal rights 
to alimen. Onthe spot where these princi- 
ples were declared the Republican party was 
foundea, and he trusted the atmosphere in 
this State would be found too pure to be 
breathed by any Republican willing to be the 
slave, political or otherwise, of any man. 
[Applause.] There must,in the order 
of things be leaders,but not “bosses.”’It would 
be well for the Convention to 
deciare against this system and against 
bossism and machinism, and not only to de- 
clare against them, but to provide a remedy 
that would tear them up, root and branch. 
[Applause.] The only effective remedy will 
be found in a civil service system. [Ap- 
plause.}] The speaker wouid be glad to be 
able to stand before the convention and de- 
ciare in his desire to support the Adminis- 
tration that the President was disposed to 
enforce this system. But he was sorry to say 
there was yet no’ indication of such 
a determination on the President’s 
part. With the power of appointment 
to places of minor importance taken out of 
the hands of politicians and made ona test 
of fitness alone, there woula be fewer leaders”, 
ready to take bread from the children of some 
poor but capable man to giye his place to 
some mere politician. Senator Mitchell said 
he spoke with sorrow when he asserted 
what had been achieved at Chicago had not 
been borne out by the present administra- 
tion. lnaill that the movement meant that 
had placed Garfield in the President’s chair 
the speaker had sympathized. He trusted 
the Republicans present were assembled to 
show what they could do to 
the movement of the Republican ovarty 
to protest against the method by which it had 
been managed, andto say to the peopie of 
this countrv, by the voice of afbody actuated 
by a desire for a good republic, that the party 
shall rid itself of the barnacles and all the 
murky, corrupt atmosphere by which she has 
been surrounded [applause]; to show 
that the Republican party was a progressive 
party, composed of free-thinkig men,and one 
that eannot be run asa railroad train, bv 
conductors in the political employment of 
any man. 

The rol! of delegates was called, and when 
the name of Charles S. Wolfe was calied it 
elicited such cordial and protracted applause 
that Senator Mitchell requested Wolfe to 
come forward. Wolfe, in response, arose in 
his piace, and after bowing to the chair and 
to the convention, said: “Mr. President and 
gentlemen of the Convention, I am here!” 
[Renewed applause. | 

Dr. Doane was also called upon, and when 
his name was announced, said: “*Genutiemen, 
I am here to resolve you that we will put our 
grand old party where the immortal! Lincoln 
found it and the immortal Garfield left it.’’ 
Chas. S. Wolfe was chosen chairman of the 
permanent organization, and Senator Stew- 
art chairman of resolutions.

CHICAGO, May 24.—A Dallas special says 
much alarm is felt at Carrizzis Pass, 113 
miles east of EiPaso on account of the proxim- 
ity of large parties of hostile Apaches go- 
ing northwest at a distance of three “to fif- 
teen miles from the camps of hunters, miners 
and prospectors near Carrizzis Pass and io 
full sight. The hostiles are fleeing from 
Mexico to New Mexico, being driven by 
Mexicans, who are making Indian slaying 
one of the chief industries, to secure the 
4300 offered by the Mexican Government 
for the scalp of each hostile Indian. Maj. 
Baylor and fifteen of his Texas rangers are 
there and were to scout yesterday after the 
hostiles. This is the only place where the 
Indians can get through the Guadaloupe 
Mountains, andthe miners fear an attack, 
but are prepared, and no outrages are re- 


ported yet.

_ COLUMBIA, TENN., May 24.—This commnu- 
nity was startled this morning by the intelli- 
gence of the most horrible double murder 
which has ever occurred in this section of 
Tennessee. _A colored preacher named Dan- 
iel Cannon, who has been absent from this 
town, his home, formore than four years, 
returned unexpectedly to his house yesters 
day. He found that his wife had had an ille- 
gitimate babyin his absence. The shock 
seemed to drive him crazy. As soon as he 
had ascertained all the facts in the case he 
silently walked out into the yard, got an axe, 
returned, and, without saying a word, struck 
his wife in the head, laying her skull wide 
open and scattering her brains over the room.

Offered for Zoe Watkins Dead or 
Alive. 


Tho Mystery of the Girl’s Disappear- 
ance Still Unsolved.

Various Clues—Following a Trail to 
Chicago—The Girl’s Parents. 


This morning about half-past seven o’clock 
Mr. John Martin, accompanied by Mr. Wat- 
kins, the father of the lost girl, drove up in a 
buggy to the Four Courts building and Mr. 
Martin went into Chief Kennett’s office and 
held an earnest and lengthy conversation 
with him. Martin said the condition of Mrs. 
Watkins was such that some decisive 
step would have tobe taken in the matter. 
He said he, together with some intimate 
friends, had concluded after due consultation 
to insert an advertisement in the Post-DIs- 
rparcu to the effect that a reward 
of $500 would be paid to any person giving 
information which would lead to the recovery 
of the girl or to any one who 
would produce even her dead body, 


and no questions to be asked. This virtually 
isa reward for Miss Zoe whether dead or 
aiive. Mr. Martin said that in adopting this 
course he had met with the serious objections 
of the mother, but he thought it best to do 
as he had determined. Thetheory which the 
family and friends work on is entirely one of 
abduction. A PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
met Mr. W atkins late last night 
at the Four Courts building, whither he had 
come in search of tidings of his daughter. 
The reporter questioned him as to his idea of 
the disappearance. 

“Do you think she is in St. Louis, or has 
left the city?” asked the reporter. 

‘*] do not know what to think of it; I am all 
at sea,’”? he replied. “I am_ satisfied 
she has been taken by some one 
who holds her for a reward,and I thiak 
she is secreted in this city. I know my 
daughter would not leave me voluntarily; 
hence I do not think any one has taken her 
cut of town, because it would be an impos- 
sibility for any one to travel with her without 
her consent. She could soon let people know 
that she was being kidnapped, and people on 
the train would come to her aid.”’ 

**] suppose the different reports you get as 
to her being found in certain places, and the 
many clues which are given prove annoying 
to vou?” 

“Tam almost distracted with them.” 

In company with Mr. Kirk he then left to 
hunt for some fresh gleam of hope. Mr. 
Watkins is very much concerned over the 
loss of his daughter and one 
can plainly see that the _ strain — of 
excitement under which he now labors will 
prove too muca for bim. 

A NEW CLUE. 

As the reporter waited at the building a 
hack hurriedly drove up at 10:30 o’clock, and 
Detective Desmond, accompanied by a man 
named Crow, a resident of East St. Louis, 
alighted and went into Chief Watkins?’ office. 
Crow told his story as follows: 
“This evening 1 was at the Chicago 
and Alton Depot in East St. Louis. Shortiy 
before the train came over the bridge I noticed 
two fashionably-dressed young men, accom- 
panied by two young ladies, walk into the de- 
pot. They seemed very uneasy,-and this fact 
drew my attention tothem. I had one of the 
cards describing Miss Zou Watkins, and I took 
it out and looked at it. The description 
in it tallied exactiy with the appearance of 
one of the ladies. I felt so confident that I 
had almost made up my mind toinform the 
police and have the persons give an account 
of themselves when the train came along and 
they got on. I then crossed the bridge and met 
Mr. Desmond.”’j Chief of Detectives Watkins 
immediately sent atelegram to the Chicago 
Chief of Police giving him a description of 
the party and telling him to look after them 
when they arrived in Chicago, The curious 
feature is that the four persons have been 
stopping at the Mortell Hotel, in East St. 
Louis, fora day or two past, and this fact 
puts acertain air of mystery over their ac- 
tions. Chief Watkins expects to hear from 
Chicago this morning 1n answer to the tel- 
egram.

It was believed that the girl who at- 
tempted suicide in Carondelet, ye sterda- 
evening, was gMies Watkins, but, as will pe 
seen by reference to another column,this they 
ory was exploded as soon as the Carondelet 
girl was identitied. The reward offered for 
any information which will lead to the dis- 
covery of Miss Watkins is $500, either dead 
or alive, and _ certainly all that 
our detective ability could do to 
unravel the mystery has been done. 
Mr. Watkins is known tobe comparatively 
aweilthy man. He is Said to be worth about 
$200,000, and this fact strengthens the theory 
that this is another Charlie Ross case, and 
that the girl is being held for a large ransom, 
A POST-DISPATCH reporter this afternoon 
saw Chief Kennett and asked him what he 
thought of the case.

at Suicide. 


The Tale of a Trysting-Place in Lafay- 
ette Park. 


About 7 o’clock last evening a young lady, 
well-dressed and of more than ordinary 
prettiness of face, walked down to the river’s 
edge at the foot of Elwood street, Carondelet. 
The towboat Tom Means was moored 
there, and to this she walked 
hurriedly. Hesitating a moment at the outer 
edge of the craft, looking at the current 
which whirled swiftly within a few feet of 
her, she put one hand over her mouth and 
plunged into the water. She reappeared 
and was soon put down ~by _ the 
stream below the moorings. Some 


deck hands were sitting on the boat and no- 
ticed the girl’s suspicious movements as she 
approached the water.

and saw the water cover over the figure. No 
time was lost, and mm. @ few 
moments the crew of the Tom

into which they jumped and began pulling 
towards the spot where the girl plunged in. 
As she came to the surface again one of the 
men caught her up in his strong arms,and, in 


imminent danger of capsizing the boat, litted 


her from the water. She was 
exhausted and almost insensible 
when the skiff’s bow touched the shore. One 
of the boatmen was dispatched for a physi- 
cian and brought Dr.Reber to the river bank. 
The physician pronounced her condition ex- 
ceedingly critical, The river bands had 


taken such precautions as they,were accus- 
-tomed to use in similar cases, and 


did much to resuscitate the girl. After mucb 
exertion 

DR. REBER REVIVED THE GIRL, 
who suffered from mental more than physical 
pain, and took ner in his buggy to the First 
District Police Station, and gave her in 
charge of the police. She refused to give 
any information whatever concerning 
her identily or the cause of 
her desperate attempt on her life. She re- 
mained at the station all night, positively re- 
fusing to give any information desired. “I 
have no onein this world to care for me,” 
said the girl, 

**AND AM WILLING TO DIE. 

Now that I have been prevented from dying 
I do not intend to give my name.” 

She admitted that she lived at Preston place 
and probably gave her name this morning, 
but the police refused to make it known. It 
was supposed that this rash young woman 
who acted so mysteriously was Zou Watkins, 
whose disappearance the police have been 
working for a week to explain.

fancied descent from CONSTANTINE PALE- 
OLOGUS, the last of the Byzantine Emperors 
—the gallant, though  hoepless,' de- 
fender of Constantinople against the Turkish 
army which, in 1453, besieged and captured 


that splendid city, offspring of old Rome. | 


This young man of thirty-seven is the here- 
ditary lord and master, temporal and spirit- 
ual, of more than eighty-five millions of peo- 
ple. His scepter stretches over nearly eight 
and a balf millions of square miles, and at his 
summons nearly one and a quarter million of 
trained soldiers will march to battle. He is, 
so far as outward appearances go, more pow-' 
erful than was C.esaR when Ca:saR ruled 
Rome and Rome the world. In reality he 


is weaker and punier than the meanest | 


peasant that acknowledges his sway; for 
the peasant is safe in his own house, at 
his own table and in his own bed, while 
ALEXANDER, Wherever be may be, Waking or 
sleeping, knows not what safety is. If he 
ventures beyond the walls of his cage, though 
surrounded by regiments of infantry and cav- 
alry, he isin danger of death from dagger, 
pistol or bomb. if he stays within, dagger, 
pistol or bomb mav reach him; or if these 
do not, poison may. From day to day, from 
hourto hour, from moment to moment, he 
carries his life in his hands; and Should hope 
lull him into bnef forgetfulness of the peril 
in which he dwelis, the ghost of a murdered 
father rises to warn and alarm. He has not 
yet been crowned, and cannot be until he goes 
to Moscow,the old capital of the Grand Dukes 
of Muscovy. But Muscow lies many miles 
away, and nothing can guarantee him protec- 
tion on the journey, while there or on his re- 
turn. If he goes next year, as it is now 
said he may, ‘the railway will be patrolled 
from end to end, no stranger allowed to ap- 
proach nearer than a hundred yards, and bis 
palace when he arrives converted intoa bar- 
racks. Yet with all these preventives, he 
knows he may fall a victim to the desperate 
assassins Who will giadly shed their own 
hearts’ blood if they may only let out his. 
What has ALEXANDER MIII. done to 
deserve this hell on earth? Nothing of 
himself; everything as the wearer of the 
Russian crown. It is not the man who is 
hated with deadly hate, but the Emperor, 
Czar, autocrat; the representative of a sys- 
tem which assumes that the people are made 
only to work, fight and be taxed for their 
despotic rulers, and that such a thing as 
popular liberty and popular government is 
either the dream of fools or the device of 
knaves.

SCHUARTE SENT TO THE SLOPE. 


A Change in the Postal Secret Service— 
The Hidden Moter. 

Col. Schuarte, for fourteen years Chief of 
the Secret Service of the Post-oflice Depart- 
ment in the West, with headquarters here, 
has been transferred to the Pacific Slope 
Division, and will shortly locate in 
San Franciscoe This change emanates from 
the Postmaster-General’s Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C. The announcement creates 
general surprise and some expression of re- 
gréet in officiai circles. As bead of the de- 
tective service in a section of newly- 
developing country, Col. Schuarte filled 
an important position for the Government 
and the public. The depredations of mail 
matter in the far Western States over which 
the Chief of the Secret Service had espionage 
required vigorous detective and executive 
ability to huut down and wipe out. The In- 
spector has been remarkably successful 
in tracing the leaks ia the various 
branches of the postal service, and the un- 
faithful emploves at home have invariably 
been brought to conviction and punishment. 
Complaints of favoritism have more than 
once been lodged against Col. Schuarte at 
headquarters, but the special com- 
missioners sent out to investigate 
the charges have returned § reporisg 
nothing upon which to base them. A PoOsT- 
DISPATCH reporter asked the Colonel if he 
knew of any special reason for the transfer 
and he replied that he had nut been apprised 
ofany. Hehad always made it his busi- 
hess to attend strictly to the 
duties of his department and 
he never troubled himself about political 
fac'ions and cliques. He never dabbled in 
politics,and as his province was that of secret 
investigation, he always endeavored to carry 
itout thoroughly in every instance, having 
no favor for anybodyin that regard. Con- 
sideration of triendshbip never weighed 
with him in performing his duty. 
Some of the officials about the Custom-house 
building were interrogated in the matter and 
they were Unanimous in the opinion that the 
transfer could be traced to the work of the 
local Republican Staiwarts. Col. Schuarte’s 
relations with Postmaster Hays are and 
bave been for years most friendly. 
Nosuccessor has yet been named for this 
division. Ic will receive the attention of the 
Postmaster-General during the week.

A “Week of First-Class Horse 
Racing. 


Archibald Forbes’ Fiancee—Mrs. Gar- 
field—The Little Christian 
Church. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The races were & 
screaming success. Everything—the track, 
the weather, the attendance—was ail that 
could be asked. The downpour of two 
weeks before had laid the dust beyond power 
of resurrection, it seemed, and, indeed, the 
first day’s racing was on Wednesday, instead 
of Tuesday, on account of the rain. lt was 
feared that the track would be heavy, but by 
3 o’clock Wednesday it was in magnificent 
condition, the sun blazing brightly, and there 
was an immense swell crowd-in attendance. 
The foreign legations were present in great 
force, the Chinese being amongst the most 
interested buyers on the pool lawn, and a 
half-dozen pig-tailed and petticoated Celes- 
tials being seen trotting back and forth from 
the Grand Stand to the  pool-sellers, 
anxiously inquiring in pigeon English 
which was the velly blest horse. The judges 
for the first day were Senator Beck, of Ken- 
tucky, who loves horses as only a genuine 
son of the blue grass can, ex-Senator John F. 
Lewis, of Virginia, and the veteran turfman, 
Col. Thomas S. Doswell, of Virginia, alsothe 
Abe Buford of the South Atlantic States, and 
thus Kentucky, the great racing State of the 
present, and Virginia, the great racing State 
of the past, satin judgment onthe perform- 
ances, Among others present were Attor- 
ney-General Brewster, Judge Folger, Sena- 
tors Johnston, Morgan and Vest, the Spanish 
Minister and Mme. Barca, 
ville West, and nearly everybody ef note in 
Washington. Animmense number of ladies 
were present, much to the_ gratification 
of the Jockey Club. On Wednes- 
day afternoon, just before the first 
race was called, young Allan Arthur, 
who is on a visit to the White House, dashed 
up on horseback accompanied by a college 
friend, both of them covered with mud and 
about aS eager a pair of schoolboys as ever 
were seen. A gentieman asked him if his 
father was coming out. ‘*‘No, sir,’ said he; 
‘“*papa is very sorry, he is so busy he won’t be 
able to come—why, there he is now!’’ and in 
fact there was the President sitting on the 
porch of the Jockev Club house, sunning 
himself most contentedly by the side of Mrs. 
John Davis, Mr. Frelinghuysen’s' eldest 
daughter! Of course, the President’s attend- 
ance gave all the social prestige possible, and 
he evidentiv enjoyed himself, for he went out 
three of the four days. The off dav he went 
up to Harper’s Ferry ostensibly to examine 


the Government property there, really 
to see how Potomac bass bite 
on a warm, still day. But to return 


to the races. Col. Tom Ochiltree was the first 
to arrive and the last to go home of every 
man there, and on Saturday rode out on 
horseback with young Allan Arthur and bis 
friend. Senator Mahone and his son, Butler 
Mahone, were also indefatigable in their at- 
tendauce, Senator Mabone’s ninety-pound 
figure clinging to the fence like a squirrel. 
The particulars of the races were all given by 
televraph, but a great many amusing inci- 
dents eccurred, which always will as long as 
darkevs are jockeys. On Saturday Governor 
Oden Bowie, of Maryland, was on the grand 
stand, pointing out the beauties of his 
horse Cat’s-eye, a8 he wasjbeing walked past, 
ridden by a diminutive darkey with saucer 
‘yes and an ebony skin, When suddenly the 
horse started off at terrific speed, and in spite 
of «very effort to stop him, and the 
lugging at the bit by the jockey, ran four 
ground the track without break or 
halt, the Ethiovian clinging to his baek as 
only an Lthiopian can. The excitement was 
intense. The ladies waved their handker- 
ebiefs, the gentlemen their hats, the Presi- 
dent, with Gen. Sackett inthe carriage with 
him, drove up bearer the track, and when at 
last the horse came to & stand-still, he was 
covered wiih blood and foam, but as game 
48 ever. 

The future of the Jockey Club is now as- 
sured, aud the apring meeting is considered 
on every hand to be one of.the most success- 
ful on record. The crowd at the Jockey 
Club grounds did not prevent a large attead- 
ance atthe Bicycle Club races. Washington 
is perhaps the greatest place for 
bicycles in the world, owing to its wide 
streets and conerete pavements, and. they 
were out in full force Saturday.Rex Smith,the 
champion, did some fancy bicycling, riding at 
onetime for more than fifty yards on one 
wheel. There were the usual number of ac- 
cidents, one rider being thrown from his ma- 
chine and badly stunned, while another had 
his bievele completely wrecked, but. on 
the whole they professed themselves pieased 
with the performance and went down to the 
Metropolitad Hotel, where they had a supper 
aud glorification. 

The sale at Outrey’s was very-well attend- 
ed,and the articles brought fancy prices, geu- 
erallygnore than they cost. The china, glass 
and many articles of value were shipped to 
France, but the furniture all went. M. 
Outrey retires permanentiy from diplomatic 
life. Ile has been to Washington three times 
in a diplomatic capacity, the first time nearly 
thirty years ago. His wife is an American 
lady. Sheand Mrs. Levi P. Morton were 
friends and schooi mates in New York many 
years ago. Now Mrs. Morton’s husband 
represents the United States at Paris, and 
Mine. Outrey’s husband represented France 
al Washingion., 

Mrs. Gartield’s black Amcrican brocade was 
on eXhibition here, and Was extremely ad- 
mired. The ladies who represent the Amer- 
ican silk cu'ture called on the President, and 
he was deeply interested in their enterprise, 
They exhibited a pir of cocoons, bred by the 
motaer of Bayard Taylor, now in her eighty- 
sccond vear.

The Smallest Baby Living—A Natural 
Wonder. 
From the New York Times, 21st. 


No. 87 Lawrence street, Manhattanville, is 
& wooden tenement house of the class whose 
doors are always open day and night, and on 
the third floor, front, in a suite of dingy 
rooms, lives George Fromm, a car driver, and 
his family, which includes a wonderful baby, 
which arrived on ‘Friday, May 12, and has 
Since been the Marvel of Mrs. Fromm’s 
neighbors. The family consists of Mrs. 
Fromm, a healthy woman of German extrac- 
tion, a little girl 8 years old, a boy 3 years old, 
who Weighed eleven ounces when he was 
born, and the wonderful baby which weighed 
ten ounces last Saturday morning, and is 
one of the smaliest infants born without de- 
formity that science has ever recorded. A 
Times reporter wandered yesterday afternoon 
through the unlighted hal! and finally man- 
aged to make bis way up two creaking and 
rickety flighte of stairs to the third floor. 

Mrs. Fromm wés found in an unlighted 
closet of aroom just large enough to contain 
a bed. The wonderful baby was nestled 
among the bedclothes, and the boy that 
weighed eleven ounces three years azo was 
lying across the foot of the bed asleep. Mrs. 
Fromm exhibited the wonderful baby witb 
evident pride. He was about one-sixteenth 
the average weight of infants at birth, but 
more perfectiy proportioned and sym metrical 
than is ordinarily. the case. The feet and 
hands were fully developed, lacking the or- 
dinary dimples of babyhood, and resembling 
the feet and bandsiip miniature of a mature 
human being. The head was comparatively 
somewhat smaller than that of an infant of or- 
dinary weight, and one of its notable features 
was the absence of puisation onthe top. An 
examination showed that the cranial bones 
were nearly, if not completely, united, and 
accounted for the fact that there was no pul- 
sation. The scalp was covered with a rather 
heavy growth of dark, silky hair, which was 
especially thick in the posterior region, and 
descended in considerable luxuriance to the 
nape of the neck. The latter, instead of the 
puffiness and well-defined deep fold of nor- 
mai infancy, resembled the neck of an adult, 
its muscles being distinctly defined, and its 
general anatomy more clearly exhibited than 
those of an ordinary baby. The trunk, arms 
and limbs evineed the same painful but 
diminutive maturity; the eyes were weil 
opened, bright, and alert in their expression, 
nut vacant, as is Crdinarily the case, and the 
nose, mouth and.other features slso showed 
the appearance of matured symmetry. The 
little fellow uttered no cries on being taken 
from the mother and placed in tie arms ofa

The Lock-Out and Strike at the Nie- 
deringhaus Works. 


The strike at the Niederinghaus iron roiling 
mill still continues, and there ia little pros- 
pect that the 350 men thrown out of employ- 
ment will resume their work verv soon.

They were satisfied with 
the price paid for common work. Those em- 
ployed in galvanized iron and steel must work 
from three to five hours longer to make 
a d:.y’s wages and the labor 
also requires more skill and judgement. ‘The 
product also has a value of from $20 to $50 per 
ton more than common iren. In view of 
these facts the men felt fustified in demanding 
aten per cent advance over common iron 
prices and the refusal of this demand has 
caused the strike.

THE FATHER OF GREENBACKISM. 


An Honor Claimed for Peter Cooper, 
Thad, Stevens and the Deity. 


Adoption of a Report on the Mode of 
Calling Conventions—Petition to 
the President—Adjourn- 
ment Sine Die. 


The National Committee of the Greenback- 
Labor party at a late hour iast night promul- 
gated its address to the people, setting forth 
the details of its opposition to both political 
parties, and declaring that the right to make 
and issue money is a sovereign power, to be 
maintained by the peopie and not 
delegated to corporations; that the 
bonds of the United States should not 
be refunded, but paid according to contract, 
and to enable the government to mect these 
obligations legal tendercurrency should be 
substituted for the notes of the national 
banks, and the national banks be abolished; 
that labor should be protected by national 


and State authoritv and the eight- 
bour law of Congress enforced. 
The addrese continues with an arraignment 
of both the Democratic and Republican par- 
ties upon matters of levisiation. 

After the adoption of the platform the fol- 
lowing resolution was introduced: 

Resolved, That we recognize the good 
faith and value of the service render- 
ed to our party by the faithful, zealous 
work done under the Harper cali, and that 
the thousands who have signed it, who had 
never voted our ticket, deciaring that both 
the old political parties have outlived their 
usefulness, and pledging themselves to us, 
indicate the early triumoh of these princi- 
ples, but that in view of the impending elec- 
tions, demanding all the time, efforts and 
money at the command of our party, it is not 
expedient that a National Convention shall be 
caiied prior to the presidential nominating 
convention of our party. 

During the pending of this resotution, 
which created considerable excitement, the 
committee adjourned until this morning at 9 
o’clock. 

The committee reassembled promptly at 
the appointed hour, but Chairman Harper 
failed to put in an appearance, and at 9:30 
o’clock, Mr. De La Matyr, of Indiana, cailed 
the committee to order. 

Col. George O. Jones, of New York, 
first obtained the floor, and 
was preparing to deiiver an 
address, when Mr. Heath, of Pennsvivania, 
interrupted to move thatthe debate be par- 
ticipated in alone by the commitree. 

Mr. L. li. Weller, of Lowa, said it was un- 
kind to choke off these who had waited until 
this morning to get their work in. 

A long detate ensued on the motion, par- 
ticipated in by Mr. Whitehead, Jesse Harper 
and others. The vote wa: fioallvy amended so 
as to limit the speeches to the committee, to 
one speech eacb, of five minutes’ leagth. 

Mr. Howe, member of the committee from 
New York, opposed the motion vigorously 
and demanded free speech for all, 


The motion was then divided, and the mo- k 


tion to limit debate tothe committee was de- 
feuated by 9io 12. The next clause, limiting 
debate to five minutes, was unanimously 
adopted.

“We, the undersigned, citizens of the 
United States, desire that a National Conven- 
tion of the National Greenback- Labor 
party shall be held, the time, place and basis 
ofrepresentation to be designated by the 
National convention of said party, when 
500,000 signatures have been secured to this 
paper, to consist of delegates to be chosen 
by the National Greenback- Labor organiza- 
tion of their respective States, and in case 
no organization exists, by the citizens of 
each district, who affirm as follows: 

“That the two ruling political parties, 
having lived beyond their period of 
usefulness, should be overthrown, and that 
the interests of the people demand the up- 
building fof the National Greenback-Labor 
party to destroy sectional and race strife, 
to pay promptly the public 
bonded debt, to reduce the 
taxes and expenditures, to establish the un- 
limited coinage of gola and silver, to substi- 
tute Government legal tender paper for bank 
issues, to overthrow corruption at the polis 
and in representative bodies, to secure 
a free baliot and 4 fair 
count, to controi by law and 
bring into subjection to the interests of the 
people all corporations and monopolies 
which have corrupted the public service, and 
by combination and extortion have estab- 
lished absolute dominion over money, over 
transportation, over invention and over land 
and labor. 

“This paper is to be returned, when filled 
with signatures, to the chairmen of the sev- 
eral States respectively, and an abstract 
thereof forwarded by such chairmen to the 
chairmen of the National Committee, Jesse 
Harper, Danville, Il.’ 

The report was adopted unanimously, with 
three rousing cheers. 

Mr. Gillette offered the following as a 
memorial: 

‘*To the President of the United States: 

“The National Committee of the National 
Greenback-Labor party, in St. Louis assem- 
bled, petition your Excellency, im case the U. 
S. Senate shall pass the act to recharter the 
national banks for twenty years, to return 
the same with your veto, and thus end this 
gigantic monopoly that controls the legisla- 
tion of the country and reaps a 
harvest of millions per annum 
from the people without adding one dollar 
to the wealth of the nation. We appeal to 
you, holding the highest oftice in the gift of 
the people, to rise, like Andrew Jackson, 
above party, and deal a deathblow to a com- 
bined monopoly of banks in comparison with 
which the old United States banks was only 
a pigmy.’’ 

The memorial was unanimously adopted by 
a rising vote and signed by the committee, 

On motion, the Executive Committee of 
the National Committee was abolished and 
A. J. Streator, of illinois, was unanimously 
elected treasurer of the committee. 

The committee then resolved itself inlo an 
experience meeting and listened to speeches 
by the veterans of the party, who alternately 
wept and shouted until the onlooker might 
i mistaken the scene for a religious re- 
vival. 

The Committee of Conference then ad- 
journed sine die. This afternoon the mem- 
bers will visit the Fair Grounds and leave 
tbe city to-night for their homes.
